Let’s learn it and never be fooled 
again: One cup of sugar, one-half cup 
butter, two eggs, one cup of milk, two 
cups of flour, two teaspoons of baking 
powder, one teaspoon flavoring. 

Perhaps you will like the cake just 
as well if you: use only one and three- 
quarters cups of flour and only half a 
cup of milk. It requires more thor- 
ough. work in the making, but try it 
with one teaspoon of cinnamon for 
flavor and about three drops of vanilla.

‘Sift the dry ! ts four times, 
or the cinamon may be sifted with the 
flour and baking powder on the fourth 
sifting, and a bit of salt is good. Beat 
whites and yolks separately and add 
whites last.

Only Seeming, What? 

When the enforcer was telling re- 
porters that the aldermen “ seemed sat- 
isfied with their investigation,” Ald. 
Albert O. Anderson, chairman of the 
subcommittee, was giving out an in- 
terview which ran as follows:
